We have a few words this morning that we 
want every citizen of Atlantatoread. They 
are sober words, written in soberness and 
without passion or prejudice. 

On the first Wednesday in December we 
will elect a mayor and council who will ad- 
minister the aflairs of the city for the next 
two years.

l‘tedger, printed in Tire Constitution yester- 
day, shows that colored men of intelligenc2 
have a clear understanding of the situation— 
a clearer understanding, perhaps, all things 
considered, than either the editor of the Cin- 
cinnati Commercia! Gazette, or the editor of 
the Indianapolis Journal. Pledger is as 
rampant a republican as either of these ram- 
pant editors, but he knows that if democratic 
rule is calculated to benefit. the whites, it 
will also benefit the blacks. 

Asa matter of fact, he rather under-esti- 
mates the advantages which will accrue to 
the negroes under a democratic administra- 
tion. 1tis impossible to conceive an event 
better calculated to blot out the color line at 
the south than theelection of a democratic 
president. Heretofore the republican party 
has assumed the right to take charge of the 
negroes and to provide for their future. It 
‘ook upon itself the extraordinary responsi- 
bility of compelling the southern whites to 
do thus and so in accordance with a pro- 
gramme at once humiliating and proscrip- 
tive. ‘The result was that the southern peo- 
ple, while understanding the needs of the 
colored people and sympathizing thoroughly 
with his condition, were driven into taking the 
attitude of spectators—an attitude that was 
made more emphatic by the evident distrust 
of the negroes themselves. It is not too 
much tosay that whatever abuse or ill-treat- 
ment the negroes have been subjected to 
may be traced directly to 2a 
spirit of ignorant but indig- 
nant protest against the arrogant assumption 
by the republican party ofthe right to con- 
trol and direct the social as well as ihe po- 
litical affairs of the southern whites. We 
have no hope that the organs of Blaineism 
will understand er appreciate this fact, and 


.itis not necessary that they shonid; but 


there is not an intelligent negro at the south 
who does not understand and appreciate it.® 

Under a democratic administration, all 
cause of irritation between the races will 
speedily disappaar. There will be better feel- 
ing on both sides, and befere the end of Presi- 
dent Cleyeland’s term we predict that the rela- 
tions between the two races will have a3 their 
basis the completest confidence, respect and 
good will. Ina thousand different ways the

Let the negro 
but respond to the overtures of good will 
that thesouthern whites propose to make to 
him, and his condition under democratic 
rule will be one of contentment, progress and 
prosperity. If there is arace problem to be 
solved, the southern whites will undertake*to 
Solye it tothe common advantage ‘of both 
races,
